The troops carried German-made rifles and mrchine ¢iis, and Italiar nade rifles, 
Polish troops were still in the barracks installaticy in April 195c.

Gace, 
Justynow (Q 52/P 03) road. The depot was established 1ifore World ir ¥ and 
was also used as an ammunition depct in world War ITy come parts wee blem 
up by Polish partisans in 19h. The depot was equipped with a rails. spur, 
which led to the Galkow railroad station past the northwst corner . the 
barracks installation, and served outgoing armmition s ipments male >) the 
25X1X Soviets in 1945 and 1946. According to Polish civilians, the depot was ‘erated 
25X1X exclusively by troops who were billeted in the barracks ustallation in 
Galkow. As they traveled from Galkow to Lodz by train in19h5 and 19)9, 
My rosvently observed Loaded freight trains enterirs the ammunition 
epot. they saw no motor vehiclés at the installation. 


3. In early 1950, the Galkow MO (Militia) office vas loca.td in the post~-off'ia2 
building and staffed with about 20 MO and ORMO (Citizen Mil’ tia  Veluntes: 
Reserve) personnel, the latter still wearing khaki unificms and red arn bails 
with the letters ORNO on thetr left sleeves, Railway mil tia, called Milicja . 
Kolejowa (WK), were stationed at the Galkow railroad sta. on, They word 
uniforms similar to three worn by the MO, black visor-ty t service cans witi 
a darkeblue banc, and were armed with rifles. , 
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No barracks or other Folish Army installations were located in Braeziny 
prior to April 1950. The “O district headquarters, staffed vith 20 to 25 men 
and subordinate to a section of the MO ceneral hesdquarters on ul. daracza 
in Lodz,. was on the south side of the main street running in the direction of 
Rawa Yazowiecka (2 52/P 43).
